Thii objection ia well 
argued; but lo remove ii, the Committee 
lecummend that of the terriiuriEl revenue 
rceJieed in each diatrict, the proportion 
now under lhe control of ihe Loidi of 
the Trvuury should be placed el lhe dii- 
poaal of Ibe Diatrict Council, for 
objects of local concern, reaming 
only inch ■ a per-ceqlage aj 
might be uaceitary for ant purpoae of 
gen*ral intern! which ought to be charged 
upon thi* fund. They further propose, 
that the mini to placed al the diipuail 
of tha Dutrict Councils should be appli- 
cable exolmivety to public wurki within 
their reapaclire diatricti, and lhat the 
proper officer! of each Diitnel Council 
should render annual account* of their 
receipt* and expenditure, and that inch 
account! ihould be pnfaltahed for general 
in format ion.
